It appears that the lady is not, as has 
been said, a princess of Egypt, she is 
a priestess of Amen-Ra,. and flourished 
in the year 1600 B. C. Her sarcophagus 
was brought to BPngland in the early 
‘sixties, and the coffin and the mummy 
were deposited at the British Museum.

Dn Leduc Now Engaged in 
Developing “Electric. Sleep," 


It Is Claimed That Anesthesia by 
Electricity Has No Evil Results. 
Description Given of Ex~ 
periment Tried On a 
Rabbit.

London, March 7.—Dr. 


‘ Leduc, of 
Nantes, in Brittany, will be remem- 
bered as the _ scientist who recently 
made some interesting experiments as 
to the origin of life. At present he is 
perfecting fhe application of electricity 
to produce anesthesia. 

The idea is not a new one. It was 
Suggested, and even tried, in the early 
days of electricity, but the discovery 
of the anesthetic properties of laugh- 
ing gas, chloroform and ether attracted 
the attentién of the medica! world, so 


that the véry idea of electric anes- 
thesia was forgotten. 


The doctor igs the first to admit that! 


his “electric sleep’ ig little more than 
in its infancy, and though he has sub- 
jected himself to the process with com- 
plete success and without any evil re- 
Sults, he does not as yet feel ina posi- 
tion to recommend its use for hospital 
or private practice. 

In detail, the experiment is am fol- 
lows: The electric current is furnished 
by accumulators, and !s led off through 
measuring and controlling instruments 
to an interruptor. which renders the 
flow of the current intermittent. It is 
then taken to a patch of skin above the 
animal's spine, from whieh the hair has 
been carefully shaved. It passes 
through the spinal cord and brain. and 
emerges by a similar patch on the ani- 
mal's forehead.

The first mam to whom it ever OC- 
curred to find out how much rain wag 
represented by a given fall of snow 
was Alexander Brice. of Kirknewton, 
who, in March,.1765, made a simple ex- 
periment with the contents of a stone 
jug driven face downward into over 
six inches of snow. What he learned 
was that a greater or .ess degree of 
cold or of wind when the snow falls 
and its living a longer or shorter time 
on the ground will occasion a differ- 
ence in the weight and in the quantity 
of water produced, “but if.”’ he added, 
“I may trust to the above trials, which 
I endeavored to perform with care, 
snow newly fallen. with a moderate 
gale of wind, freezing cold, will pro- 
duce a quantity of water equal to one- 
tenth part of its bulk.” So that a fall 
of snow of 10 inches represents a rain- 
fall of 1 inch.

Inhuman Practices. 


It is remarkable that Smithfield has 
always been associated with inhuman 
practices of some sort. After the Eng- 
lish ceased to find amusement in hang- 
ing, drawing and quartering human 
beings, they made the site of the mar- 
ket the scenes of “bear baiting.’’ Bears 
were chained to posts and made to fight 
with dogs, and even men; and the mul- 
titude enjoyed the cruel sight for years 
before the practice was finally broken 
up, pee 

The market then became the scene of 
famous St. Bartholomew's fair, so well 
depicted in the draswings of Cruikshank. 
This fair became known all over the 
world as the Ruffian’s paradise, and 
the things that went on at Smithfield 
during the days of this saturnalia were 
scarcely a credit to the supposedly civ- 
ilized English multitude. The fair lasted 
until a comparatively late day. 

Smithfield’ di@ not become a meat 
market in the strict sense of/the term 
until about 1850. Before that time it 
was a horse market. It was then 
changed from a-live cattle market to a 
meat market proper. Even down to 
Dicken's time, Smithfield did not hold 
an enviable reputation for attractive- 
ness, as the following passage from 
“Great Expectations’ wjll make evi- 
dent:

Even up to three or four years ago, 
Smithfield market was not noted for 
cleanliness. But, since the coming of 
the Americans, much improvement has 
been wrought. In addition to this, 
Sanitary regulations have become more 
strict, and today Smithfield market pre- 
sents an appearance at which even the 
most fastidious could not cavil. 

And now, after all these years the 
fate of Smithfield has taken ‘a * new 
turn. The famous historical spot, 
where kings held tourney, where 
martyrs were *burned, where patriots 
and politicians were inhumanly done 
to death, has fallen into the hands of 
the American meat trust! Perhaps, 
even before long, some enterprising 
member of the trust may get up «a 
Smithfield pageant, equa] to, if not sur- 
passing, that of Coventry. Certainly 
there is sufficient hisforical material 
for any number of pageants; but then, 
meat trusts go in more for profit than 
pageantry, unless the latter could be 
utilized as a form of unique advertise-~

There are more than a million of ther 
in this part of Africa... They live on the 
higolandg just east of here and about 
Mount Kenla, which is more to the 
north. I reached their country shortly 
after leaving Nairobi, the caplial 
British eas; Africa. Theat town is 
the end of a series highlands, It is 
on the ayestern edge of a plateau and 
the land ‘rises beyand it. We 
over 2,000" feet in twenty-four miles 
and then found ourselveg among the Vii- 
lages of thesé curious people.

They have thatched 
roofs. 

What They Eat. 

The Wakikuyu are practically vege- 
tarians. They live on corn, beans, sweet 
potatoes and a kind of miliet. They 
have a few cattle and some sheep, but 
they consider them too valuable to be 
Killed, and they only eat tuem when 
the cattle are sick or become injured in 
some way and have to be killed. They 
have no chickens, and eat neither fowls 
nor eggs. The reason for this is that 
chickens crow, and in the past the lo- 
cality of a village could be told by the

He goes into cue 
woods and cuts down trees, being paid 
so much per stick. If. a man works 
hard, he may make 61,25 or $1.50 a 
month, and if, in addition, has sev- 
eral women to help him, income 
may be doubled or trebled.

In such work the men cut the wood 
and the women carry it on their backs 
to the market. They are loaded up by 
their husbands, a piece of goatskin sep- 
arating the rough sticks from the wo- 
man’s bare skin, the burden being fied 
on by a rope of vines which rests or the 
forehead.

Queer Nandi Customs. 


These Nandi are among the. bravest 
of the African natives. hey are much 
like the, Masai, delighting’ in warfare;

work in iron and leather. They. have 
cattle, sheépy and goats, and a few do 
some farming. Like the’ Masai, they 
bleed their cattle, and°drink ‘the blood 
hot, sometimees mixing it with. their 
porridge. After bleeding they close 
the wounds, so that the cattle grow

W28- 
kamba on the Athi plains and in and 
about Nairobi. They are tall and fine 
looking, having woolly hair, rather 
thick Hips and almost straight noses. 
They wear but little clothing. Some 
of the women I saw were clad in noth- 
ing but beads. .They had bead leggins 
reaching from their ankles almost to 
their knees. and bead waistbands em- 
bracing their bodies from the breast to 
the thighs, with short bead aprons 
hanging dowwn at the front. They wore 
wristlets consisting of about twenty 
coils of brass wire as thick as a lead 
pencil, and they had other coils of 
wire above and below the biceps encir- 
cling thelr upper arms. They had also 
necklaces of wire, and wire earrings, 
but all this failed to hide the greater 
part of their persons. The girls were 
fat, plump and well fed, and their dark- 
brown skins had all the luster of a 
briarwood pipe well oiled. 
Saving the African Forests. 


In coming from the piains over the 
mountains into the Great Rift valley, I 
rode for miles through the woods-and 
had a. chance to see what the British 
government is‘doing to save the for- 
ests. Contrary to the general opinion, 
this country has but little woods ex- 
cept in the hills, and lumber is high. A 
great deal of that used at Mombasa 
and Natrobi is brought in from Norway. 
and some comes from the United States. 
Leaving the Kikuyu hills there are 
woods all the way to the ridge known 
as the Escarpment and they extend for 
some distance down the sides of the 
Rift valley. Here in the valley: itself 
the country is mostly pasture and there 
is no timber of any account. In the 
forest region, above referred to, 
woods are thin, and in many places the 
timber has been cleared by the 
Wakikuyu, who bum the ground over 
in order that they may use the virgin 
soil for garden patches. The govern- 
ment is now prohibiting this, and is

remaining and to build up new wood 
lands. I met here at Navaisha an Aus 
tralian who is one of the heads of the 
forestry department. 
the government has established nurser- 
ies at Mombasa, Nairobi, Escarpment 
and Landaivi. Near Mombasa they are 
Setting out teak trees, and at Nairobi 
they have planted a large number of 
acacia and eucalypti, which they have 
imported from Australia. The eucalyp- 
tus grows well at Nairobi. I saw trees 
there which were seventy-five feet high, 
and that although they were Only five 
years of ‘age. 

The Monkeys and the Wood Lands, 


This forest manager:tells me he is 
laboring under the greatest of disad- 
vantages in his efforts to raise new 
trees. He says he hag.to’fight not only 
the _natives, but also the monkeys, 
baboons and other ‘wild animals. The 
woods are full of monkeys, and among 
them is a dog-faced* baboon whith grows 
as big as a 10-year-old boy. This ani- 
mal barks like a dog and acts like a 
devil. ‘It watches the planfing and then 
sneaks in at night and digs up the trees. 
If seeds are pu in, it digs them up and 
rites them in two, and if the trees 
should sprout it pulls the sprouts out 
If seeds are put in, it digs them up and 
throws them” away. .°A&8“a “result the 
nurseries have to be watched, during the 
day by men with guns in their hands.

They live on the 
hignlands just east of here and about 
Mount Kenia, which is more to the 
north. I reached their country shortly 
after leaving Nairobi, the caplial of 
British eas; Africa. Thet town is at 
the end of a series of highlands. It is 
on the ayestern edge of a plateau and 
the land ‘cises beyand it. We mounted 
over 2,000" feet in twenty-four miies 
and then found ourselves among tne Vii- 
lages of thes¢ curious people. We could 
see their little farms everywhere, They 
take up patches of woodland and burn 
off the trees. After that they work tne 
ground to death for a few years, and 
then go off to patches some- 
where else 
bigger t! 
a quarter of an acre and some 
much. T! ffelids are not fenced, 
now and a rhino or hippo gets 
and wallows whi near the woodlands 
the monkeys pull-up the crops. The 
chief thing raised is Indian corn. I see 
the women everywhere working 
fields. Half nude. they bend low, pull- 
ing the weeds and digging 
over with hoes, In most places the men

They Wear Grease, Clay and Tele- 
graph Wire. 

The chief dress of the Wakikuyu con- 
gists of greases, clay and. telegraph 
wire. The makes thelr 
skins shine, the red clay gives it a cop- 
per hue, and the telegraph wire loads 
their arms, necks and ankles. Tne 
grease is usually murton fat and 
clay is the red soli found everywhere 
The more rancid the fat the better they 
seem to like it. The average man or 
woman smells high to heaven, and one 
can distinguish s existence be- 
fore he gets to soak thelr 
hair with this grease, and under tne 
tropical sum you can almost hear the 
stuff sizzle. «They stiffen their hatr 
with clay so that it can be put up 
all sorts of shapes, making their 
gear a pale brick-rust color, I 
ined one mans head the other 
was covered with something li 
individual curls which stood 
his pate Hke the snakes of the Medusa. 
Bach curl was an inch long and it had 
been twisted by a professional hair- 
dresser. 

Pipe Stems as Ear Plugs. 


The man had three long pipe stems in 
each ear.

In addition to the huts, each family 
has two or three granarieg to keep its 
winter supply of Indian corn. These are 
made with wicker walis and wicker 
floors, and are raised a foot or eighteen 
inches off the ground. They are usually 
about as big around as a hogshead and 
Six feet in helght. They have thatched 
roofs. 

What They Eat. 

The Wakikuyu are practically vege- 
tarians. They live on corn, beans, sweet 
and a kind of millet. They 
a few cattie and some sheep, but 
consider them too valuable to be 
and they only eat tuem when 
tne cattle are sick or become injured in 
some way and have to killed. They 
have no chickens, and eat neither fowls 
nor eggs. The reason for this is that 
chickens crow, and in the past the lo- 
cality of a village could be told by the 
cocks and thereby brought down its

or more, and that: since the British 
have begun to“exploit the forests, the 
more industrious of the native men 
have been rapidly increasing their fam- 
ilies. A goed girl, large and healthy, 
will bring as much as tifty sheep, and 
a man may pay down ten sheep and 
agree to bring in the balance from 
month to month as himself and his 
wives earn them. He goes into cue 
woods and cuts down trees, being paid 
so much peF stick. If, a man works 
hard, he may make ’ 61,25 or $1.50 a 
month, and if, in addition, has sev- 
eral women to help him, his income 
may be doubled or trebled. 


In such work the men cut the wood 
and the women carry it on their backs 
to the market. They are loaded up by 
their husbands, a piece of goatskin sep- 
arating the rough sticks from the wo- 
man’s bare skin, the burden being fied 
on by a rope of vines which rests orn the 
forehead. In addition to this goat skin 
the woman usually has.an 
apron or skirt of skin, which is tied 
about the waist and reaches to the 
knees and sometimes below them. A 
good lusty girl can carry as much as 
200 pounls of wood in this way. and her 
husband does not scruple to load her 
with all she will take. I made some 
inquiries as to the prices of such wo- 
men, and am told that a girl is sup- 
posed to be ready

years and that $20 in cattle or sheep is 
an average price. For this sum the 
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rails tothe ties, and even climb the tel- 
egraph poles and steal the wire: The 
women I saw had coils of brass wire 
around their necks and arms, and long 
coils of similar wire tied to strings in 
their ears. In their own country tel- 
egraph wire brings a big price as. jew- 
elry, and they look upon’the strands'of 
iron stretched from pole to pole along 
thse railroad just as our women look up- 
om gold and silver jewelry. If the wirés 
along our tracks were made of gold 
and silver, so that one could snip off a 
section far out in the woods and make 
a gold necklace for his girl out of it, 
you would have about the conditions 


that prevail here as to the telegraph | 


The native men are crazy for iron: They 
can use the bolts and rivets for slung- 
shots to. brain their enemies, and all the 
iron they have had in the past hag come 


from digging up ‘the ore and smelting; 


it.,.Fhe Nandi live northwest of ‘here 
on a plateau.which contains iron, de- 
posits,,and they make a business of 
mining and smelting. Since the railroad 
has, ben built, .they have’ come ‘down 
from time ‘to time and — raided the 
tracks, and the British have had several 
little. wars .with them to keep, them 
off. They had one in 1900 and another 
in #903. 


Queer Nandi Customs. 


These Nandi are among the. bravest 
of the African natives. hey are much 
like the, Masai, delighting in warfare; 
and ready to fight at the least provo- 
cation. They. are more civilized: than 
the Wakikdyu, 
work in iron and leather. They have 
cattle, sheép and goats, and a few do 
some farming. Like the’ Masai, they 
bleed their cattle, and*drink the blood 
hot, sometimees mixing it with. their 
porridge. After bleeding they close 
the wounds, so that the cattle grow 
well again. They are good hunters,

The Wakamba, whose | 
country I passed through.on my way to 
Nairobi, not infrequently kill the wo- 
men of their tribe when they are charg- 
ed. with witchcraft, and there is a rec- 
ord of something like forty having 
been murdered this way within the past 
two or three years. I saw thes? Wa- 
kamba on the Athi plains and in and 
about Nairobi. They are tall and fine 
looking, having woolly hair, rather 
thick lips and almost straight noses. 
They. wear but little clothing. Some 
of the women I saw were clad in noth- 
ing but beads. -They had bead leggins 
reaching from their ankles almost to 
their knees. and bead waistbands em- 
bracing their bodies from th? breast to 
the thighs, with short bead aprons 


hanging dowwn at the front. They wore, 


wristlets consisting of about twenty 
coils of brass wire as thick as a lead 
pencil, and they had other coils of 
wire above and below the biceps encir- 
cling their upper arms. They had also 
necklaces of wire, and wire earrings, 
but all this failed to hide the greater 
part of their persons. The girls were 
fat, plump and well fed, and their dark- 
brown skins had all the luster of a 
briarwood pipe well oiled. 
Saving the African Forests.

We do not believe there is a teacher in the state who would demand his 
or her salary a month or. two earlier, knowing that it meant distress and 
hardship‘to at least two aged’ veterans or widows, for each schog] teacher so 
paid. . ie 
The case saedvels presented, there is not a teacher in Georgia who would 
make an issue .of holding back’ the pension money of the veterans, or who 
would have the istate repair its*wrong to them’ by placing’ burdens where they 
are still more diffievlt to ‘bear.: 

In accordance with long established custom, 
their pensions annually. in limp sums. They knew when to expect it; 
built upon it. 

Suddenly, almost’ in the twinkling of’ an eye, this is all changed, and a 
grave wrong is done 15,000 veterans and widows for the avowed purpose 
of remedying another fault: which has continuously existed since the estab- 
lishment of the state's publié school system. 

Here is the situation: The state started its public school system a year 
behind; the schools were opened and school work begun practically a year 
before funds were available.to. pay the expense. The situation was under- 
Stood and aceepted; the teachers went to work. 

This wads bad business podlfcy, it is true, but the veterans were not re- 
sponsible for it, and it is-manifest injustice to make them suffer for a situa- 
tion which they had-no hand in creating. 

The state cannot, with justice, right its wrong to the teachers by in- 
flicting a severer one upon the feeble shoulders of those who placed their 
lives, a willing sacrifice, upon its altar, 

The situation could not be better or more forcibly presented than it has 
been in the following statement from Colonel L. P. Thomas, of Atlanta, as 
gallant a confederate veteran as lives, and a member of the governor's staff: 


The veterans have always been paid their pensions on an annual basis. 

During the last campaign much was said about paying the teachers on a basis 
inore satisfactory io: them, but not one word was said, at any time, directly or 
1 indirectly, abouf taking away from the veterans the annual payments they have 
heretofore .unintersupieadly enjeyed. Not a single one of them dreaméd tnat 
any change in the manner of paying the teachers should come as the result of 
eny sacrifice on the part of the veterans. 
The fair thine would have been to have put the veterans on notice, and 
then they wowl@® have known what to expect. They could at least have gone to 
the legislature to protest. But in the twinkling of an eye this unjust change 
Was sprung upon them, and a wrong has been done them that ought to be 
righted, 

As to pavine the teachers. [ will go as far as anvbody in an effort to sae 
that thev get what is due them. hut for all these vears thev have been getting 
their pay without depriving the veterans of their customary annual pavmenfs, 
and IT do not helleve the teachers of Georgia would stand in the way of giving 
the veterans what thev have so long had. 

The Constitution thinks now. as it has alwavs, that the state owes it to 
the teachers to make provision for their nrompt payment. The state has 
committed a fault in long neglect to make this provision, renairment of which 
now. perhaps, involves some sacrifice: but it is a sacrifice which. the state 
itself shouki bear, and not se*k to put it upon bent forms and whitened hairs. 

That the people of Georgia take this view of the question, is abundantly 
borne out by the unanimous expression of legislative candidates all over the 
state, not one of whom has yet been heard to raise his voice against imme- 
diate ‘return to the old nlan of lum»y sum narments. 

There is just a plain business proposition involved, and sooner or later 
there will come a legislature sufficiently courageous to meet the question of 
teachers’ payments squarely, and settle it as it should be settled—but without 


making a sacrifice of the veterans. 
But in the meantime the injustice done the veterans will be removed.

THE TOP-HEAVY.’ STRUCTURE OF NEGRO ED UCA TION. 


The Constitution publishes elsewhere a ietter from a south- 
ern woman living now in New York, in which she puts queries covering 
tersely the entire field of the vexatious negro servant problem and its corol- 
_lary—industrial and domestic traininz for the negro. 

The premise upon which this gentlewoman bases her questions—-that 
' the south ‘is already well supplied with bona fide industrial and domestic 


training schools for the negro—is wholly erroneous. 
The fact that this idea is shared by many northern people, a few south- 


erners and many of the negroes themselves, affords a timely opportunity for 
pointing out one of the chief defects in the system of negro education in 
vogue in this section. 


negro body politic. They are discharging their mission, to this extent, well 


and truly, and their zeal and energy are commendable, 

What we have to say, therefore, in this editorial is not to detract from 
or discredit the work these schools are doing, but to show that, as far as 
reaching the masses of the race is concerned they are hopelessly short, and 
that the general system of negro education is not being sustained along the 
lines of helping the greatest number. 

We cannot express the status of negro education in the south and its 
fundamental insufficiency more vividly than did, recently, a negro himself. 
He is Superintendent Tyrrell, of the Mount Meigs (Alabama) 
formatory, who, in discussing the methods used to elevate the negro, said: 


We cannot build a race by building always at the top, if at the same time 


we are going to let the bottom drop out. 

The simile ig apt and unqualifiedly accurate. 

No system of education is effective, unless founded on the bedrock prem- 
ise of fitting the greatest number, the overwhelming average of its beneficia- 
ries for the tasks opened to them in abundant volume and well-paid remu- 
neration. 

What are the fields 6pened to the greatest number, the overwhelming 
average of the negro race? Domestic and many phases of industrial service. 
No argument is needed to support that self-evident fact. 

Measured by this infallible standard, the institutions which our _ corre- 
\ecitaasces wrongly thinks are supplying the south with domestic and industrial 
‘workers, are merely “building at the top.” 
preponderating average. - Unless the system is infinitely broadened and 
amplified, one of two things will happen: The mass of the race will remain 
Stationary or retrograde, or, some day, the structure will topple and necessi- 
tate its rebuilding on broader lines. 

But it will be held that the majority of these colleges maintain industrial 
and domestic adjuncts. They do. But in virtually every instance they are 
absolutely subsidiary to academic or professional lines. As an inevitable re- 
sult, for every one of these students who enters domestic or industrial ser- 
|vice, one hundred go out to teach or preach or to enter some other line of 
|service far removed.from the field of domestic activity. 

The lone exception does not, perhaps, remain in domestic service or its 
allied branches. If he does, it is as a means to an end. That end is the 
eventual entrance into some academic occupation or profession with the 
germ of which the student is inoculated from the moment he or she matricu- 
lates. 

Meanwhile, the whole country clamors increasingly for competent ‘ser- 
vants and laborers: the great mass of the negro race remains totally unfitted 
to competently discharge either of the tasks accessible in endless°abundance. 

It may be argued, it is occasionally, indeed, argued, somewhat resentfully 
by the educated negro, that the race does not care to prepare itself for or 
to limit its scope to menial occupations. 

There is only one answer to such reasoning. The proposition is an 
economic one, a bread-and-meat one, first, last and all the time. It is utterly, 
pitifully futile to think of equipping the rising generation of 11,000,000 people 
for academic or professional vocations. 

Whether agreeable or not, the doctrinnaire must face known facts. 

The negro man and woman, as it is now, ure engaged in the occupations 
which a few of their race, admiring the “dignity of labor” in theory only, 
affect to despise. 

Is it better, instead of hugging a misconception, or one at least a hun- 
dred years ahead of its.day, to equip this overwhelming mass to discharge 
'with competence and at good pay, work they will do, AT ANY EVENT, or to 
let them keep on, unequipped, in the discharge of these inevitable tasks incom- 
|petently. and at poor. pay? 

The negroes are themselves, happily, beginning to wake to the truth 
‘of these facts, and to the fundamental value of the plantation, patriarchal 


I system which, by personal supervision and by preparing the negro for fields 
in which he has a natural monopoly, made him an industrious, productive 
‘member of society. 

Last year the more prominent negro ministers of Atlanta petitioned the 
white people of this city, earnestly, to assist them in broadening the scope 
‘of the negro primary schools to include training for garden and household 
| work, work in the sewing room, in the kitchen, in the stable and on the 
‘farms, for the scholars. ' 

The Constitution realizing then, as it does with augmented force now, 
that such procedure is the one hopeful solution of th*’s problem, gave the prop- 
osition its unqualifed indorsement; the only objection is that the plans were 
not »ursuved with persistence. - 

The white educators of the south, the philanthropists of the north, the 
negroes themselves, should cooperate in thus amending and amplifying the 
education of this 11,000,000 of southern negroes. 

Unless the day of contempt for humble beginnings speedily passes: un- 
less the urgent, obvious necessity of creating a foundation for permanent, 
stable progress is appreciated-<the bottom will continue dropping out, the 
warp and woof of the race-fabric will continue unravelling. 

Such a catastrophe will affect both races, all sections, similarly.

The Trained Negro Domestic. 


Editor Constitution: As a southern 
woman living in the north, one who has 
heard much concerning the grade of 
servants produced by the negro col- 
leges about Atlanta and in other por- 
tions of the south, I should Iike to hear 
from your direct observation just how 
competent these domestics are. and to 
what extent they are solving the serv- 
ant problem of your section. 

I want very much to know from those 
who have employed servants trained in 
industria] institutions, whether, in their 
estimation, these inetitutions. do the 
work thev profess to do Are the 
women sent out from them capable and 
respectful, and do you consider the 
schools to the advantage of the negro? 
If not, in what respect do they fall?

There 
was a disposition to attribute the de- 
mand still to professional sources, for 
the most part, the short interest having 
become increasingly uneasy with the 
power to resistanc2 shown by the mar- 
ket through the week. News of condi- 
tions in business and industry did not 
indicate any marked change from the 
recent mixed results, but-the action of 
the market either, gave rise to plausi- 
bility to some reports that were cur- 
rent of measures in contemplation by 
concert among powerful influences to 
work a betterment in conditions. The 
coincidence of the presence in the city 
of several presidents of large railroad 
systems of the country was responsible | 
for the credence given to one of these 
reports. This was to the effect that a 
proposition was to be made to the na- 
tional authorities on the part of the 
principal railroad companies in con- 
cert for an agreement on their part 
to maintain wages of labor on their 
systems if they shal be allowed by the 
interstate commerce commission to 
make an increase in a fixed ratio in the 
rate of freight charges. The enormous 
changes in ne tresults to follow a 
change of a fraction of a mill in the 
freight charge for conveying one ton a 
mile on the railroads of the country 
have often been commented upon and 
in ilustrance the importance which 
such an adjustment would have. Of any 
official confirmation of this report 
there was none. The same was true 
of an assertion that the anthracite car- 
riers had worked out a pian for meet- 
ing the commodity clause of the Hep- 
burn rate law, which goes into effect 
on May i, and. which had threatened 
sérious embarrassments to those com- 
panies. The announcement that the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company woul@ 
be permitted to resume business was 
@ favorable factor. The reduction in 
the official discount rate of the Im- 
perial Bank of Germany and a decline 
in the private discount rate in Paris 
witnessed the relaxing tendency of the 
would’s money markets.

Washington, March 7.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Livingston has secured the inclusion 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
claims in the omnibus claims bill, to be 
reported to the house on Monday. 

This is the claim of the state of Geor- 
gia against the government for the use 
of the state road during and just after 
the civil war. Restitution in the sum 
of $600,000 is asked. The claim will be 
referred to the court of claims for adju- 
dication. When that tribunal passeg 
upon the case the amount of their find- 
ings will be paid by congressional ap- 
propriation. This means the amount wild 
unquestionably be awarded to Georgia, 
By having this item included in the 
omnibus bill, Colonel Livingston has 
assured its passage where a separate 
claim bill would probably not have stood 
the ghost of a show. Members of the 
appropriation committee are pledged to 
each other to support the omnibus meas- 
ure with their united influence. The 
bill will thus have to be accepted as @ 
whole or rejected as a whole when pre- 
sented to the house Monday.

THIRTEEN MEN 
OVERCOME BY GAS 


Four Dead and Nine Others in 
Serious Condition---Acci- 
dent in Tunnel. 


Baltimore, March 7.—Thirteen raii- 
road laborers were overcome by gas in 
the Pennsylvania tunnel here 
Four died and nine were so badly af- 
fected that they were taken to a hos- 
pital.

FOR CABINET 


It Is Proposed to Create De- 
partment of Transportation 
and Public Works. 


Washington, March 7.-—A bill to cre- 
ate a new executive department of 
transportation and public works was 
introduced in the house today by Mr. 
Randall of Louisiana. The bill provides 
that the new department shall have 
entire contrel of all national affairs 
relating to transportation and the con- 
struction and the maintenance of all 
public buildings, works and improve- 
ments, which shall be authorized by 
congress and for which provision is not 
otherwise made by law; also all works 
“to promote and develop the 
conservation and efficient utilization 
of the natural resources of the United 
States.” 

The bill authorizes the appointment 
by the president of a secretary of 
transportation and public works, whose 
salary shall be $12,000 a year, and an 
assistant, at a salary of $6,600. Among 
the bureaus provided for is one to be 
called the bureau of waterways, head- 
ed by a commissioner to be appointed 
by the president, whose powers shall 
include authority to examine and in- 
vestigate, the physical character and 
general utility of the waters of the 
United States for the purpose of irriga- 
tion, power production and agricultural 
and for domestic uses. 

One of the most sweeping effects of 
the measure, if it becomes a law, would 
be to transfer to the direction of the 
new department practically all of the 
projects, aside from army and navy 
undertakings, now controlled by the 
war department.

FOR GERMANY 


First Dreadnaught Is Success- 
fully Launched 


NEW ERA IN GERMAN NAVY 


In Size, Armament and Speed the 
Nassau Is Superior to Any Ship 
Hitherto Built in Germany. 
The Nassau’s Displace- 
ment 17,680 Tons. 


Wilhelmshaven, March 7.—Germany’s 
first mammoth warship wag successfully 
launched here today and christened N@s- 
sau by the grand duchess of Baden. Em- 
peror Wililam, the grand duke of Baden, 
Prince Henry of Prussia and Prince 
Henry of the Netherlands, as well as a 
brilliant assemblage of prominent Offi- 
cials were present. 

Wilhelm Von Hengenstenberg, lord 
lieutenant of Hesse-Nassau, madé@ a 
apeech in which he greeted the new ves- 
sel as a welcome addition to Germanys 
sea power and a defender of the. inter- 
ests of the empire. 

The launch of the giant battleship Nas- 
sau inaugurates a new éra in the Ger- 
man navy. In size, armament, speed and 
installation she will be superior to any 
warship hitherto built in Germany. 

The Nassau displaced 17,860 tons and 
is built entirely of hardened steel. Her 
dimensions and the thickness of her 
armor are not known exactly, as every- 
thing connected with her construction 
has been kept secret. It is known, how- 
ever, that she is to be fitted with three 
of triple expansion 
engines and is to be provided with three 
propellers. It is specified that she shai] 
attain a speed of at least !9 knots. Her 
crew is to number 866, including 27 offi- 
cers. 

The Nassau's first keel plate was laid 
down in the imperial navy yard at Bre- 
menhaven in the last quarter of 1906, 
so that her construction has been very 
rapid. Her internal fittings are arma- 
ment are to be completed in the first 
quarter of 1909. The cost of construc- 
tion, including trial runs, will total 


$9,190,000, of which $5,567,500 is account- 


ed for by the hull and internal] fittings, 
$3,375,000 for artillery and $247,500 for 
torpedoes. 

A twin ship in every respect, the Sac- 
sen, is to be launched soon from the 
Weser yard at Bremen, while work is 
proceeding rapidly on the Wurtemberg 
at the Kulkan yard, Stettin, and on the 
Baden at the Germania works, Kiel. 
These latter two ships, although classed 
with the Nassau, are to have an even 
larger displacement. 

Emperor William made no speech, ex- 
cept to propose the health of his royal 
BuestS at the luncheoh following the 
ceremony. <A naval authority informed 
the Associated Press today that the 
following are approximately the dimen- 
Siong of the new warship:

Two Farmers Wounded and Three 
~ Bandits Captured

TWO POSTOFFICES ROBBED 


Bandits Used Dynamite, and After 
Securing Booty, Fled—They Were 
Pursued by Posse of Farm- 
ers and Three of Them 
Were Captured. 


Camden, N. J., March 7.—A pitched 
battle between robbers and farmers, in 
which two of the latter were wounded, 
followed the daring robbery early today 
of the postoffices at Pedricktown and 
Bridgeport, about thirty miles south of 
this city. The three men were cap- 
tured. 

The robbers first appeared at Pedrick- 
town and stole-a team from a.livery 
Stable. They then went to:the postof- 
fice, blew open the safe and ‘stole $250 
in money and stamps. The torce of 
the explosion wrecked the building, and 
the place took fire. The robbers then 
fied with the team. In a few minutes 
nearly the entire population of Pedrick- 
town was at the spostoffice, fighting the 
fire, and before the flames were extin- 
guished the building was damaged to 
the extent of $2,000. 


Posse Pursues Robbers. 


While: some of the people were bat- 
tling with the flames, others organized 
a posse to capture the robbers. The 
men, however, made good their _ es- 
cape, and nothing funtner was heard 
from them for two hours, when they 
appeared at Bridgeport, eight miles 
from Pedricktown. 

It was nearly 3 o'clock when _ they 
attacked the poStoffice at Bridgeport. 
A family named Brown occupied the 
upper portion of the building. The rob- 
bers forced an entrance and started a 
charge of nitro-glycerine in the safe, 
which almost wrecked the building. 
William Brown, the head of the family, 
rushed down stairs with.a .revolver. 
When he reached the postoffice he was 
confronted by the three robbers, who 
leveled their revolverg at him and or- 
dered him to retreat upstairs. 

The robbers tuen picked up stamps 
to the amount of $800, took $5 Oin 
cash, and left in the direction of Wood- 
bury. 4 3 

Mrs. Brown, in the meantime, 
telephoned to the Woodbury 
and as the trio drove into that 
they were hailed by a policeman. 


All Opened Fire. 


The robbers drove the team on a side- 
walk and all three opened fire. The 
policeman shieleed himself behind a 
tree and returned the fire. 

During the fusillade the men retreat- 
ed, and finally got away. going toward 
Wenonah, abandoning the team and 
leaving a trail of blood. <A posse was 
organized and the desperadoes were 
traced to Wenonah, where -trace of 
them was lost. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock this morning, 
two men, carrying a third, were seen 
at Wenonah, and within a short time 
a score of farmers, well-armed, gave 
chase and soon had them penned in 
the woods nearby. Both sides opened 
fire. One of the rowwers fell, and the 
second threw up his hands and surren- 
dered. The third man held his ground 
for some time, but fled further into 
the woods, being later captured. 

One of the men, William McCoy, who 
says he has: #0 home, had his face 
literally riddled with buckshot. The 
other injured man is at Sewell under 
eare of a physician, and it is thought 
he will die.

One of the most wonderful instru- 
ments in the world is the gyroscope. 
Some of the facts in connection with 
this scientific toy have been the cause 
of much investigation and study among 
men of science. * * * A bicycle really 
consists. of two gyroscope-like ’ wheels.

But that ts the 
same thing as saying that it requires 
considerable force to tilt either wheel, 
and this, combined with the. onward 
motion, ig the reason that the rider has 
no trouble in balancing himself and 
avoiding a fall to either right or left.

New York Republican Commit-

HE IS CALLED PEACE-MAKER

And the Assertion Is Made That He 
Will Heal Weunds Caused by 
Roosevelt as Pathmaker. 
State Convention for 
April 11. 


New York March ?.—The republican 
State committee of New York today put 
its seal of approval on the candidacy 
of Governor Charles FE. Hughes for the 
presidential nomination by unanimous- 
ly adopting a resolution naming him 
as the choice of his party in the state 
befote the republican national conven- 
tion at Chicago. The same resolution, 
offered by former Congressman W. H. 
Douglass, extended the hearty thanks 
of the committee to President Roose- 
velt for his “great service to his coun- 
try by a rugged determination to op- 
pose wrong, and in demanding justice 
for all.’ 

The committee called the state con- 
vention to meet in New York City on 
April !!, and by unanimous vote agreed 
to recommend former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor M. Linn Bruce ag temporary 
chairman of the convention. Al the 
thirty-eight members of the commit- 
tee were present or represented by 
proxy, and the meeting lasted less than 
half an hour. 

The call provides that the convention 
Shall elect the four delegates and al- 
ternates at large to the national con- 
vention, elect a new state committee, 
and nominate the thirty-nine presiden- 
tial electors from the state. 

Resolution a Surprise. 


The introduction of the resolution 
came ag a Surprise to many of. the 
committeemeén. 

Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff called 
the committee to order. 

Near the close of the brief session 
Committeeman Douglass introduced his 
resolution, and after a second by J. F. 
H. Kracke, of Brooklyn, made a brief 
speech eulogistic of President Roose- 
velt and Governor Hughes. 

“We are approaching another great 
political campaign,” said Mr. Douglass 
“and the people of the republican party 
do not anticipate the same walkover 
they had elght years ago and four 
years ago. 

“New York is the greatest state in 
the union, and it has often been said 
‘as goes New York, 80 goes the un- 
ion.’ I believe that history will repeat 
itself thig year. We want to go to 
Chicago and say we wil] guarantee to 
elect our man, The time hae come 
when we should unfold our banner and 
write upon it in letters of gold the 
name of our candidate. Let us ask 
Chicago to rally around it and let us 
say: ‘If you will nominate him, we will 
elect him,’ 

A Critical Hour, 


“The hand of fate has often pointed 
to one man in a critical hour. This {s 
the critical hour. We have had presi- 
dential timber in New York State in 
the past, and we have presidential tim- 
ber in this state now. 

“We have in our white house today a 
great man, a man who has blazed the 
way, a man who, by his efforts and ac- 
complishments, has electrified the 
world, and shed luster upon uS. He has 
dug deep into the morass of things 
that have sapped at the vitality of the 
nation. Let us call this man the path- 
maker. We have among us another 
man fully capable of carrying out the 
great policies of President Roosevelt~ 
a man of calm judgment, who will bind 
up any wounds that may heave been 
made, and by his clear-sightednéss and 
deliberation wil} complete the great 
work that our president has begun.

D. C., March 7.—(Spe- 
cial.).—-Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the 
bureau of chemistry, enters an explicit 
denial of a newspaper report of his at- 
titude on temperance. 

The article in question put Dr. Wiley 
in the ranks of those who believe a4 
little liquor is a’ good thing, The doctor 
protests. He was denominated a pro- 
hibitionist. 
denial. He was made to say that liq- 
uor was a great nervine, fine for young 
men and invaluable for old gentlemen; 
that the man who 
was a ‘‘mollycoddle.’’ The ceiebrated 
chemist. who has been making grme in- 
vestigations to discover the food valué 
of benzoate of soda and boracic acid 
and aniline dyes and some other things, 
files a demurrer. 

The speech which caused all the trou- 

ple was delivered at the University 
Ciub banquet on February,29. It has 
come to a strange pass when a man 
has to explain later what he said in a 
posmt-pradial address. uBt Dr. Wiley 
makes this statement of what he did 
BAY: 
“I gaid I belleved the genera] effect 
of alcohol on mankind was wholly baa; 
tnat it was bad even in smali quanti- 
| ties; that if distilled beverages, such as 
|'whoisky, brandy, and rum, had any 
'good effects they were due to the fact 
} that tne aromatic and fragrant sub- 
stance therein stimulated the digestive 
secretions and thus overcame, to a cer- 
tain extent, the bad effect of the al- 
cohol which they contained. I further 
said that ] was in theory a prohibi- 
tionist, but that there were practical 
difficulties in the way of prohibition, 
and that @e bet.er plan would be to 
abolish the saloons, and that if people 
wanted to drink distilled beverages they 
should do so quietly at their homes 
and with their foods, and not In #a- 
loons. 1 did not suggest, nor advise 
young men to drink liquor of any kind, 
but said that it was always bad.”

A New Dish.

“poulet saute Seymour’

a house party he recently visited, and 
the hostess proudly gave the recipe 
for publication, as follows: 

Trusg a terfder fowl and carve it into 
joints. Fry the pieces lightly in two ounces of 
clarified butter without letting them color, 
then moisten the pan with wineglassful of 
cognac, which must then be set alight. When 
the joints of the fowl have been singed in 
this manner, moisten them again with a 
gill and a half of white stock; season to 
taste, then let the fowl cook genfly by the 
side of the fire. In twenty minutes remove 
and drain the jeints of fowl, take the fat off 
t®e gravy, add to ita good dessertspoonful of 
puree of tomato, and a gill of tlk cream. 
Reduce this sauce to the consistency of 
sirup, and stir in a few drops of ilemon 
julce. In the meanwhile prepare some arti- 
choke bottOms by cooking them in acidulated 
water, and cutting them into dice, add some 
peeled cucumber which has been chopped 
and cooked in fresh cream, and add these to 
the sauce. When ready to serve take a 
round, flat dish, arrange the joints of the 
chicken in a circle overlapping one another, 
and garnish the center with beignets of au- 
bregine. Mask the chicken with the arti- 
choke and cucumber sauce, and serve very 
hot.
